The judge then delivered 
his charge tn tlie jury, tie spoke stroni^- 
ly against the reliability (jf the evidence 
to prove an ahbi, and ])')iiited out there 
could be 111,1 ibc sliL,'htest duubt the inur- 
dcra were iici'iietr.attal at the instigation 
of secret orders, (.f whieh the prisoner 
was indisputably a nionibor. 

The ch.irgc was completed at half past 
two. The jury retired, and .after a short 
ab.seiice re entered the ccairt-rooin, tind- 
ing Curley guilty as cliargofl in the indict- 
ment. The pri.toner was asked if ho had 
anything to .say why .sentence should not 
be tironouncod. He said ho had not ex- 



pected any mercy from the court. It was 
very unfortunnto that the Irish bench 
wa.i never without a Norbury or aXoogh. 
He wft.". a meiiidcr of the luviiicibles, but 
was not in Plux-nis Park on the evening 
tlio murdors were committed. He loved 
his country and would suller for lior. 
Witnesses for the crown had perjured 
themselves. Curley also said he was a 
foniau. After the prisoner finished he 
was sentenced to lie hanged on the IRtli 
of May. As the ntlicer.s wore takiiii; the 
prisoner from the dock ho cried out iu a 
hnid voice; '•Clod save Ireland."

A SCARE AT RIDEAU HALL— A VILLAGE BURNED 
DOWN, ETC. 



Ottawa, .-Vpril It!. — Tho now militia 
act, introduced by Gove, of Ottawa, tro- 
vides that wdieii exigencies of service re- 
quire it tbogovernmentmay raiaeand main 
tain a torpedo corps of such strength and 
under such conditions as may bo consid- 
orod necessary for the protection of har- 
bors and other places on the seaboard and 
inland waters of the Dominion. In view 
of the withdrawal of imperial troops from 
Canada, it also provides for the enlist- 
ment of a standing army, the force to 
consist of one troop of cavalry, three bat- 
teries of artillery, and three companies of 
infantry, tho time of enlistment to be 
three and four year.s.

An extra guard 
was on duty at the time, and it was subse- 
quently strengthened.

ToKO.NTo, .\pril 18. — .\ fire this morn- 
ing destroyed the village of Oakvillo, on 
tho lake shore, twenty miloa from here.
